Claim 1 (currently amended): A communication terminal including a circuit board having 
a ground plane, the circuit board connected to an antenna, and the circuit board 
contained in a casing, the communication terminal, comprising: 

a first conductive partan aux ili ary hnttnm hnnrH , formed of a conductor, and 
provided in the casing so as to be exposed from a rear face of the casing or to bo 
along tho roar faco of the casing ; and 

a second conductive part radiatina e l e ment , formed of a conductor, and 
provided in the casing so as to be exposed from a bottom face or side face of the 
casin garrangod botw o on a roar faco sido of tho casing and th o board , 

wherein the rad i ating ol o mont second conductive part is electrically 
connected to the ground plane of the circuit board and to_the first conductive 
ea rtauxil i ary bottom board . 

Claim 2 (currently amended): The communication terminal as set forth in claim 1 , further 
comprising a conductor fitting which is provided between the second conductive 
pa rtradiat i ng ol omont and the ground plane of the circuit board. 

wherein the second conductive pa rt rad i at i na olomont is electrically connected 
to the ground plane of the circuit board through the conductor fitting.

Claim 4 (currently amended): The communication terminal as set forth in claim 1, 
whero i n tho auxil i ary bottom board and the rad i at i ng o l o mont are formod in on o 
piece ^further comprising a passive element which is provided between the second 
conductive part and the around plane of the circuit board- 
wherein the second conductive part is electronically connected to the ground 
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plane of the circuit board through the passive element. 

Claim 5 (currently amended): The communication terminal as set forth in claim [[3]] 1 
wherein the auxi l iary bottom board first conductive part and the radiating olo mont 
second conductive part are formed in one piece. 

Claim 6 (currently amended): AT-he communication terminal as set forth i n c l a i m 1 , 
where i n tho rad i at i ng olomont is provided in tho casing so ao to b e e xposed from a 
bottom faco or a sido fac e of tho casing or to be a l ong tho bottom face or th o sido 
face of th o casing, including a circuit board to which a shield case is attached on a 
rear face side of a casing, the circuit board connected to an antenna, and the circuit 
board contain ed in the casing, the communication terminal, comprising: 

a conductive boar d, formed of a conductor, and arranged along a rear face of 
the casino: and 

a conductor part, formed of a conductor, and provided between the rearface 

of the casing and the circuit board- 
wherein the conductor part is electrically connected to the shield case and 

the conductive board. 

Claim 7 (currently amended): A communication terminal inc l ud i ng a board hav i ng a 
ground piano, tho board connoct o d to an antonna and tho board conta i nod in a 
casing, tho commun i cation t e rminal, compr i s i ng; 

a n auxiliary bottom board, form e d of a conductor, and provid e d so as to b e 
a l ong a roar fac e of tho casing; and 

a radiat i ng o l omont, form o d of a conductor, and arrang e d betw ee n a roar 
face sid o of the cas i ng and tho board. 

wher e in tho radiat i ng olomont is electrica ll y conn o ctod to the ground p i ano of 
the board and th e auxi l iary bottom board, as set forth in claim 6. wherein the 
conductive board is arranged so as to be exposed from the rear face of the casing. 
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Claim 8 (new): The communication terminal as set forth in claim 6. wherein the conductive 
board and the conductor part are formed in one piece. 

Claim 9 (new): A communication terminal including a circuit board having a ground plane, 
the circuit board connected to an antenna, and the circuit board contained in a 
casing, the communication terminal comprising: 

a first conductive part, formed of a conductor, and arranged along only a 
lower portion of a rear face of the casing; and 

a second conductive part, formed of a conductor, and provided between the 
rear face of the casing and the circuit board, 

wherein the second conductive part is electrically connected to the ground 
plane of the circuit board and to the first conductive part. 

Claim 10 (new): The communication terminal as set forth in claim 9, wherein the first 
conductive part is provided in the casing so as to be exposed from the rear face of 
the casing, and wherein the second conductive part is provided in the casing so as 
to be exposed from a bottom face or side face of the casing. 

Claim 11 (new): The communication terminal as set forth in claim 9, further comprising a 
conductor fitting which is provided between the second conductive part and the 
ground plane of the circuit board, 

wherein the second conductive part is electrically connected to the ground 
plane of the circuit board through the conductor fitting. 

Claim 12 (currently amended): The communication terminal as set forth in claim 9, 
further comprising a passive element which is provided between the second 
conductive part and the ground plane of the circuit board, 

wherein the second conductive part is electronically connected to the ground 
plane of the circuit board through the passive element. 
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Claim 13 (new): The communication terminal as set forth in claim 9, wherein the first 
conductive part and the second conductive part are formed in one piece. 



Claim 14 (new): The communication terminal as set forth in claim 9, further comprising a 
shield case attached to the circuit board. 
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
